This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vacuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 


There is never a reason for an auction post or update on the 
Boatanchors List... comments about gear at auction elsewhere are noise, 
and those who would care already visit the auction sites, 

and those who do not frequent the auctions do not want to hear 

about it... simple policy -- keep this off the list! 


1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point

"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@nanniandjack.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email, web, or ftp retrieval.

The weight of the pointer really does matter. 


Down at the pivot there are two wires sticking out at right 
angles to the pivot. Each is tightly wound with some more wire. 
These are the counterweights for the pointer. If everything is 
balanced then the pointer won't move as you turn the meter 
from horizontal to vertical while reading something near zero 
or near full scale.

Ed, 


Well, I have a Triplett 630 NA that shifts a bit so I mostly use it 
on its back. That's with factory balance. 


If the pointer drifts down when raised to vertical, then more balance 
weight is needed. But you say that the mirror hit the suspension. That 
might have changed the center line of the mechanism. I'd try to re- 
align the center before balancing. Or maybe not. 67 year old hands are 
not as steady as they once were. 


What I mean by off center is that a line from one pivot point to the 
other would not go through the center of the coil. Some very careful 
force on the coil may re-align it. 


My Triplett is probably also off center, because it once had a death 
wish and jumped off the bench, hard enough to crack the case.

Normally you use a thick nichrome wire heating loop with 
handle to hook around the counterweight. It heats the 
balance weight while you pull. 


Lay the meter FLAT with scale up to find and set the zero 
point. 


You hold the meter face oriented VERTICALLY towards you 
pointer horizontal, and balance the tail weight for the same 
zero point. 


You then rotate the meter pointer exactly vertical with the 
scale surface still vertical, and balance the side weights. 


Balance is perfect when the meter is laid horizontally face 
up and you find zero, and that zero setting remains as the 
meter is rotated through all positions. 


If the meter is balanced with the scale vertical (pivot axis 
horizontal) and the pointer horizontal and vertical, you 
should be good to go. 


For fine adjustments you may have to twat the weights out of 
line with the pointer by bending the weight supports or the 
pointer itself. The needle is almost certainly what bends 
when the meter is dropped, so you may not have to slide or 
bend the weights. You can just carefully twat the pointer 
back in alignment. 


Think about what way to move things for better balance 
before bending, to save unnecessary bending. 


At Prime we balanced hundreds of thousands of meters a year, 
and this whole process added about 30 seconds to each meter. 
The first time or two might take a day, hi hi.

Rarity can be used as a basis for pricing - along with condition -=20 
but let's just focus on rarity, first.

points on the ‘available' side.=20 


These could be: 

4. Sometimes seen - This set is usually seen when someone=20 

else has just acquired it, or it is seen accidentally, eg, at garage=20 
sales. 

5. Seen in specialty outlets - This set is seen at Historical=20 

meets about 50% of the time you visit. 

6. Seen in radio places - Almost any radio specialist has one=20 

or can lay hands on one. 

7. Readily available - People beg you to take the things away=20 

- they seem to be multiplying. 


I won't suggest that we need a ‘condition’ scale - we'll be=20 
inundated with pointers to existing ones.
